DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the Request for Continued Examination filed 22 July 2008. 
Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 10-12, 14-23, and 30-32 are currently pending. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see page 6, filed 22 July 2008, with respect to the rejections of 
the independent claims under 35 USC § 1 12 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of the pending claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-4, 6, 7-, 10-12, 14-23, and 30-32 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 1 and 30 are directed to a security system and a method of identity 
verification involving RF transponders. The transponder includes an internally-stored unique 
identifier, which is communicated from the fransponder to a read/write device connected to a 
security processor. The validity of the unique identifier is checked against an internal database 
of identifiers by the security processor. The most similar prior art combines the disclosure of 
Carrol et al. (US Patent # 4,952,928) with the teachings of Belcher et al. (US Patent # 
6,393,045). However, independent claims 1 and 30 include a feature not found in the prior art, 
specifically, that the unique identifier is replaced after each positive (i.e. successful)

authorization attempt. Because of this feature not taught by the prior art, independent claims 1 
and 30, as well as their depending claims, are considered to be allowable.
